Mr. Med- 
ley s death occurring In that city a 
number of yeara ago. Mra. Medley aa 
a girl waa charming and vivadoua and 
one of the most popular young women 
in til.- Sanly Valley. Very few people 
are living who remember her in her 
girlhood daya. About two montha ago 
Mra. Medley settled up all her bualneaa 
dividing her estate between her two 
daughtera. Mrs. HendiTHon Tennington 
of Huntington. W. Va., and Mrs. R. T. 
Connally, of Atlanta, Oa.. and accom- 
panied Mra. Connally to her southern 
home to apend the winter, Mra. Connal- 
ly hoping that this change might prove 
beneflctal to her. Mra. Medley was a 
true christian. She wa.-i a member of 
the Methodlat E:pl8copal Church, South, 
and aaalated her huaband In all hla 
work. Her death waa that of a chrla- 
tlan woman. Her daughter. Mra. Hend- 
erson I'ennlngton. of Huntington, who

They d« permit 
aome timaa. don't theyT Thay didn't in 
my day. The beat piece of road In Baat- 
em Kentucky waa between Catletts- 
burg and Aahland and I recall that Que 
Baurmann and I walked It one rainy 
winter .night rafhtf.than'go home by 
the uatial conveyance, and on another 
oceaaion I horaebacked It fk«m Aa^huid 
one way only, and ate my maala olt the 
mantelpiece for ten daya attarwards. 
Such waa life in N. E. K. In tha early 
daya. 

Now here'a where I begin to reminisce 
and every time I start doing it I can 
feel the crows' feet clawing at my 
eyes. Otherwise I am about aa young 
and frisky as ever, ao I don't remlniace 
except under great temptation.

But nobody had been educated up to 
local newapaper atandarda and It waa 
harQ aladdlnc, Flrat off,.I waa toM that 
whan Loulaa came In with A. and C. 
there wouldn't be any trouble about 
making things hum. and 1 looked to 
Loulaa much as I fiuicy Moaea looked 
to the LAnd of Canaan. It waa like 
Elgypt down In the other towna. But 
I could not uckle Loulaa until Circuit 
Court and that would come later, Juat 
when I don't recall now, but In April.

Tha ride 
after leaving CatletUburg V«T In- 
tereating to me baoauae I had alwaya 
heard of "Up Sandy" and waa anxloua 
to aae It ragardlaaa ot what It might 
be to me aa flnancial support to my 
great moral engine at Ashland, terms 
fl par yatu-, Invariably In advance. Wa 



may have been all that a Kentucky 
dinner should be, I only remember a 
dark eyed, dark haired girl who if aha 
were a sample of Sandy iovelineaa waa 
plenty good enough for me. My, Vr. 
and I am a bachelor yet. 

Arriving at Lioulsa aa the evening sun 
waa sinking behind the western hllla 
it ainka behind the western hllla on 
Sandy Juat aa it does everywhere elaa 
If there are any hills — ^we hitched up 
n front of Tip Moore'a tavern — what 
waa the name of It, Loulaa House? — 
and I waa Introduced to the Immortal 
Tip as the only editor in captivity In 
that section, not counting Grahn of 
The (Ireenup Independent who waan't 
really an editor, but an everlagtin|[

That evening I had a supper 
flt for the gods and edltora and the 
next morning I mounted my steed, 
thanked the genial and generous Tip 
for eourtaalea, thereby saving three 
dollara In caah, put him on my free list 
and roda away to the north, feeling flt 
notwithstanding my failure. I did want 
to stop where I had my dinner on Sun- 
day, but I did not dare and rode along 
on a eracfcar and cheeae I bought 
croaa-roada atore. My splrlte wet* 
heartened aome by meeting a man on 
the road whom I approached on the 
aubject of IntellectuaJ uplift and he 
gave ma a quarter for a alx weeka try- 
out. I have forgotten that man'a name 
but I wouldn't if he had renewed hia 
aubacrlptlon. 

When I had once more reaehad lAy 
base of operatlona I wrote up that flrat 
trip to Louisa for The Review and did 
It so different from any Rig Sandy Ut- 
ereture that had ever dreulated in that 
neighborhood that I must have secur- 
ed at least half a dozen subscrlbera, 
some of whom haven't paid yet.

If forty years' experience among the

When I became a ininiater 1 natural- 
ly remembered that country wher, 
many of my old comradea llved.Christ- 
less and churchleaa, and determined i. 
give them what little help I oould. 

Misaiena Inaugurated. 

In the Synod of Kentucky I found a 
mighty champion of these long-neg- 
lected people — the Rov. Dr. Stuart Kob- 
Inson, a man who believed the c;<iapel 
was for "every creature" In ".ill the 
world." Through his influence largely 
the missions to the mountains were 
ituiugurated by the Synod of Kentucky 
ovel- twenty years ago, and I was hun 
ored by being called from the First 
Church In Louisville to serve the Sy 
nod as evangelist. I thought 1 hud 
some Idea of the vast destitution of the 
mountain regions, but when I entered 
the work I was amazed to And a 
glon as large as the German Emiiire 
practically without churches. Sabbath 
schools or qualified teachers; whole 
counties with tens of thousands of peo 
(lie. who had never seen a church, o 
heard a Cioapel aermon they could un- 
derstand; and there are thousands of 
them yet. :

In the largest county In the Cum- 
herliinda. when I entered It, there waa 
not a churi-h In the whole couiiiy, and 
Ihe only achool in ita cjipital was 
taught In the courthouse. (Jno of our 
oldest evangelists, and a mountain, 
man. after a tour through a large aec- 
lioii, said: "Of all the deatltiitlona I 
liitve ever seen, this e.viela all. Not a 
IMIile nor a Ctiristian did I find." 

I have no hi-silani-y in allying that 
lliiu ia the lurgeat body of white I>eo- 
llie on this continent who are prac- 
tically without the OospeK And I do 
not know any people who will maka 
greater sacnliies to lu-ar it. I hava 
known them to walk from five to taa 
miles over their fough mountain roada 
to hear the Oospet, and sit on tha 
ground and rough boards from > a. m.

All doubt that 
the B. & O. Intends to build its line 
from near Kpni>va to the mouih of 
Shelby creek have now ' disappeared, 
leaving only the strongest confirma- 
tion. At Shelby it Will connect with its 
SO-mlle line now In operaUon up the 
cieek to the properties of the Consoli- 
dation Coal Co. in Letcher-co. The 
Virginian is now Interested in putting 
a line Into the Kentucky flelds from 
aeii^ Bluefleld, W. Va., through Buchan 
an-oo., Va., to connect with the B. A 
O. at Shelby. The plana for this ex- 
tension have been drawn, and with 
such an alUgnment between the four 
Mg systems, a sharp competition would 
■rise that would be an Immense bene- 
fit to the Sandy Valley.
